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Police manhunt after 
sex attack on woman 


POLICE cordoned off part of a 
Haverhill street after a woman 
reported she had been sexually 
assaulted. 

The attack is said to have hap¬ 
pened in an alleyway near 
Horsham Close on Tuesday at 
around 6.05pm. 

The victim said she was 
attacked by an unknown man. 

The woman reported the inci¬ 
dent to the police yesterday and 
officers cordoned off part of 
Horsham Close to begin their 
investigation. 

A spokeswoman from Suffolk 
police confirmed earlier today 
that scene preservation was still 
in place this morning and no 
arrests had been made. 

The victim was expected to 
speak to police again later today. 

Town clerk Will Austin urged 
those with information to get in 
touch with police as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

He said: “Town councillors 
were naturally very disturbed to 
hear of this incident. 

“I have contacted the local 
police inspector to find out more 
and to establish whether he con¬ 
siders this an isolated incident in

Haverhill, a town with a relative¬ 
ly low and falling rate of crime 
overall. 

“In the meantime our thoughts 
are with the victim of the attack, 
and we urge anyone with infor¬ 
mation to contact Haverhill CID 
on 101 without delay.” 

The attack came only three 
weeks after 34-year-old Kevin 
Forrester, of Montford Court, 
Haverhill, was stabbed after an 
altercation in a car park near 
Harrow Road in the town. 

The 34-year-old got himself to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital after the 
incident on July 16. 

He spent days in a critical con¬ 
dition, but was expected to make 
a full recovery. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses who may have been in the 
area at the time of the sexual 
attack or anyone else who may 
have information about the inci¬ 
dent to get in contact.

Accident crossroads 
‘must be improved’

THE site of two separate fatal accidents 
needs to be improved to prevent further 
deaths, Haverhill Town Council says. 

A set of crossroads between 
Withersfield and West Wratting claimed 
the lives of two Haverhill men within a 
month. 

Dean Cork, 47, from Gainsborough Road, 
Haverhill, died on the morning of April 23 
after his scooter was in collision with a 
van, while 20-year-old Bradley Gamble 
from North Avenue in the town was killed 
in a crash between his car and a van. 

He died on May 18 in Addenbrooke’s 
hospital, Cambridge. 

Haverhill Town Council has been call¬ 
ing for changes to be made on the cross¬ 
roads to prevent other families going 
through the distress and trauma of sud¬ 
denly losing a loved one. 

Town clerk Will Austin says that 
Cambridgeshire County Council has 
already made minor adjustments to 
improve conditions at the junction, 
which sits between Skippers Lane and 
Common Road, West Wratting. 

White bollards have been installed at 
the site, and rumble strips have been 
painted on to the surrounding road. 

He said: “The town council is deeply 
concerned about the safety of this junc¬ 
tion in Cambridgeshire. 

“Two Haverhill residents have lost their 
lives there in recent months and our 
thoughts are with the families of the 
victims. Nothing we can do can ease the 
grief of the families, but as highway 
authority, Cambridgeshire County 
Council is able to change the layout to 
reduce the likelihood of further 
tragedies.” 

Mr Austin said a road safety officer 
from the county has advised that a major 
improvement is needed, but this will 
cost an estimated £400,000. 

He said: “We consider this a small price 
to pay to protect the lives of local people, 
but the county council says it has run 
out of money for projects of this kind 
this year and that any proposals would 
have to be ‘prioritised’ against other 
county council initiatives, with no guar¬ 
antee of success.” 

The town clerk said that 
Cambridgeshire County Council should 
treat this as a matter of urgency, and 
work harder to deliver a safety solution 
at the junction, to protect the town. 

He said: “We may not be in 
Cambridgeshire but we are a vital part of 


the Cambridge region, our residents 
work, shop and spend leisure time in 
Cambridgeshire, and we are a major 
contributor to its economic success. 

“We have the right to be kept as safe as 
possible on its roads and we are deeply 
unhappy that a price seems to have been 


put on the lives of our citizens.” 

A county spokesman said that safety 
options and funding for the site are cur¬ 
rently being discussed, and it is hoped 
that a scheme will be in place to put for¬ 
ward for inclusion in the 2014/15 
Transport Delivery Plan.

Plans for town youth 
hub moving forward

A MUCH-needed centre for youth ser¬ 
vices in Haverhill is now one step closer. 

The town council’s proposal to take 
over the old police station and magis¬ 
trates court, on Camps Road, has been 
approved by Suffolk County Council 
with further negotiations pending. 

The plan was put forward in order to 
fulfil part of Haverhill’s community 
budget, which saw parents, students and 
children across the town ask for a com¬ 
munity hub dedicated to providing 
youth services. 

The premises are going to be trans¬ 
ferred to Haverhill Town Council in lieu 
of a lease agreement being reached. 

Town clerk Will Austin remains hope¬ 
ful that the building will be gifted to the 
town council, as with the former 
Chalkestone School site and the Burton 
Centre. 

Chalkestone was given to Care UK, and 
will become the new site for Place Court 
Care Home while the Burton Centre 
went to St Nicholas Hospice Care. 

He said: “We are keen to achieve what 
the community want to see as soon as 
possible. 

“We want to involve the community in 
helping with the centre.” 



Mr Austin said that the youth hub will 
also be used to house community 
groups, as well as providing advice, 
employment opportunities and infor¬ 
mation for all of the young people in the 
town. 

Now that a premises has been chosen, 
work can get under way on making the 
vision a reality. 

He said: “I hope negotiations will be 
solved by the end of August and I would 
love to have the centre up and running 
within three months.” 

Haverhill was picked as one of 12 pilot 
locations to try out community budgets, 
allowing local residents to have more of 
a say about what money is spent on in 
the neighbourhood. 

They asked for a one-stop shop for 


youth services and in June, ONE 
Haverhill delivered the good news that 
their dreams would come true. 

Newly-elected chair of ONE Haverhill 
Sarah Howard said: “This is great news 
for the town, for our young people, and 
for the Haverhill Community Budget. 

“By bringing youth services together 
under one roof and utilising a building 
in Haverhill which has been empty for 
some time is just fantastic news. 

“The town council and councillors are 
to be congratulated on their work which 
was their pledge for the community 
budget project and part of our plan to 
support young people in the town.” 

The plan was well received throughout 
the town from the off, and all three of 
Haverhill’s county councillors voiced 
their support, as did West Suffolk MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

Mr Hancock said: “I’m glad that the 
county council have approved the plans 
to sell the old Magistrates’ Court. A dedi¬ 
cated youth centre will be great for 
Haverhill. 

“The details of the deal do still need 
working out, but this is still a major step 
forward and I hope things will keep 
moving quickly.” 

Suffolk County Council’s Corporate 
Property Programme Board held a meet¬ 
ing about the plans on July 30.

Summer surgeries solve 


street level problems 


MORE than 300 issues were raised in a 
series of open air meetings, taken by 
Haverhill’s town councillors. 

Members of the public were encouraged 
to voice their concerns in a series of street 
surgeries, held between July 8 and July 19. 

Town councillors visited a different 
location every night 
Town clerk Will Austin said that these 
meetings, which have been held since 
2009, give residents the opportunity to talk 


about problems that councillors would not 
come across in a meeting 
Mr Austin said: “We had upwards of 300 
issues raised across two weeks, and the 
meetings were very well attended. 

“They were local issues and that’s the 
idea of these meetings. We set up on a 
street corner and we leaflet the 100 
nearest residential properties and they can 
come and raise their issues.” 

Mr Austin, who has worked in local 


government for 23 years, said that he has 
never seen any other council carry out 
street surgeries in order to get close to the 
community and find out about local 
problems. 

Main topics this year included 
maintenance of roads and footpaths, litter, 
traffic and parking problems and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Overgrown trees, lack of facilities for 
young people and disputes between 


neighbours were also recognised as active 
problems. 

The town clerk said: “He said: “Some of 
the issues reported are not necessarily 
ones we can fix - they would fall to the 
borough, county, or housing association. 
But I can pass these concerns on.” 

Residents are welcome to suggest 
suitable venues for 2014 meetings.

Vision 2031 ‘is an 
ineffective plan’ 


PLANS which outline Haverhill’s 
development over the next two 
decades have been shunned by 
the town council. 

The Vision 2031 plans, which 
detail housing and infrastruc¬ 
ture requirements as well as 
desired changes and revamps, 
have been written up by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
- but they have come under con¬ 
stant scrutiny since release. 

The town council’s repsonse, 
which was discussed in the plan¬ 
ning committee meeting on 
Tuesday, July 30, objects to the 
plans, calling them “not posi¬ 
tively prepared, not justified, not 
effective and not compliant”. 

The consultation period fin¬ 
ishes tomorrow and the plan will 
now go forward to an inspector. 

Town clerk Will Austin said: “At 
present we are not convinced

that the plans can achieve every¬ 
thing that Haverhill needs.” 

Haverhill has gone from a pop¬ 
ulation of 5,000 people in 1960 to 
27,000. This is expected to have 
grown by a further 10,000 by 
2031. 

Despite agreeing that the bor¬ 
ough’s plans set out sensible 
objectives to provide housing for 
a town that will become the 
same size as Bury St Edmunds, 
the town council says that 
changes to the town centre, 
transport, roads and health need 
to be made. 

There is a strong desire for a rail 
link between the town and 
Cambridge, as well as a hospital 
and a country park. 

The dying High Street is also 


crying out to be pedestrianised 
and revitalised with a range of 
new shops and facilities. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who holds the 
county seat for Haverhill East 
and Kedington, has been fiercely 
opposed to the current vision 
since the beginning. 

He has run an online petition 
alongside the public consulta¬ 
tion period and hit the streets to 
encourage people to get on board 
and stand up for what they want 
to see in their town. 

He said: “I am 100 per cent 
behind the town council and 
they have a lot of the stuff we 
want to see. 

“We will be appealing if a plan¬ 
ning inspector doesn’t bring for¬ 
ward some of the things that we 
want. We will fight to the very 
last to get these things for 
Haverhill.” 


Van chase man cleared of dangerous driving 


A DRIVER who went the wrong 
way around a roundabout when 
he was chasing a van has been 
found not guilty of dangerous 
driving. 

Salvino Tillett, 25, of Landseer 
Court, Haverhill, pleaded not 
guilty and went on trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

He was cleared on Thursday, 
August 1. 

The jury heard that a chase 


began on October 29 last year at 
Tilllett’s flat. 

His Fiat Punto was struck by a 
white van as he drove from 
Castle Lane in the town. 

The driver of the van, Lee 
Blackman, 26, sped away 
from the scene and Tillett 
followed. 

The 25-year-old followed the 
van through the centre of the 
town to Tesco, on Cangle Road. 


At the Tesco roundabout, 
Tillett went the wrong way. 

During the chase, the pair 
also went through a gap in a 
fence and on to a disused 
railway line. 

Tillett admitted chasing the 
van but denied he had been 
driving dangerously at the 
time. 

In evidence he said: “It was 
not my fault.”

STAYING up all night 
may not seem a big chal¬ 
lenge for most 16-year- 
olds, but two budding 
radio presenters are 
adding extra obstacles to 
their quest 

Daniel Bell and Callum 
Sutton, both 16, are 
attempting to break the 
Guinness World Record 
for the longest team DJ 
marathon broadcast. 

The pair will take over 
the Days Inn, in Haverhill, 
for their 75-hour attempt 
which starts on Tuesday 
at 6pm. 

It is set to finish on 
Thursday, August 16, at 
9pm. 

Daniel, of Bumpstead 
Road, Haverhill, and 
Callum, of Impington, 
are not only taking on 
this marathon to make 
the record books, but also 
to raise as much as they 
can for their chosen char¬ 
ity Help for Heroes. 

Daniel said: “We tried to 
do it last year and do 72 to 
beat Chris Moyles’ 
record, but we had to be 
16 to do it. 

“We did it anyway and 
raised a lot of money but 
this year we’re going for 
the record and doing 75 
hours.” 

Daniel and Callum did 
their first live radio 
broadcast after becoming 
interested in podcasting 
in Year 7 at Linton Village 
College. 

Now, the pair have cre¬ 
ated Ignite Radio, an 
online radio station that 
runs 24 hours a day and is 
aimed at 12 to 20-year- 
olds. 

Daniel said: “Doing the 
record feels different this 
time around. I obviously 
really want to help the 
charity and that’s the 
main reason we’re doing 
this but getting a 
Guinness World Record 
would really be quite 
amazing.”

set of rules to follow for 
the broadcast, which 
include that no song can 
be repeated during a 
three-hour period, and 
both presenters must 
speak in every segment.

Inquests into deaths 
of two pensioners 


THE inquests into the deaths of two 
Haverhill pensioners took place on 
Tuesday at Bury St Edmunds. 

Suffolk Coroner Dr Peter Dean ruled 
that 76-year-old lohn Surridge, of 
Dunster Drive, died as a result of compli¬ 
cations of a head injury which he received 
in a fall. 

The 76-year-old’s body was discovered 
in his home on April 2 this year. 

The pensioner had suffered a fall in the 
street 10 days before his death. 

The inqest heard how a female neigh¬ 
bour saw Mr Surridge fall over, but before 
she could get outside to help he was gone. 

When she had not seen the pensioner

for 10 days, she decided to alert the 
police. Mr Surridge’s post-mortem exam¬ 
ination, conducted by Dr Sheila Purdy, 
found that the pensioner, who was a 
retired security officer, died of a head 
injury. 

Dr Dean added that other neighbours 
described him as a “loner” and a very 
private person, and another resident 
nearby had seen the 76-year-old suffer 
another fall in the street about two weeks 
earlier. 

A second inquest into the death of 


retired plumber Edward Matthews also 
took place. The 74-year-old pensioner, of 
Hempstead Road, died in St Nicholas 
Hospice in Bury St Edmunds after being 
diagnosed with mesothelioma. 

The presence of the condition, which is 
associated to asbestos, caused Mr 
Matthews to suffer from chest pain and a 
shortness of breath. 

He was admitted to Addenbrooke’s hos¬ 
pital for a chest X-ray before doctors dis¬ 
covered mesothelioma. 

He entered the hospice’s care on 
November 12 last year and died on 
November 26, 2012. Dr Dean recorded a 
verdict of industrial disease.

After further tests, they confirmed it 
was cancer. 

lohn said: “The man who did the 
biopsy said he hadn’t seen anything like 
it. Her cancer looked like that of a 
60-year-old woman.” 


The 54-year-old said that although the 
unit at Addenbrooke’s was not around to 
help Maggie, he wants to raise money 
for a facility that could provide excellent 
care for any teenager in East Anglia who 
needs it. 

The charity golf day is taking place on 
September 10 from 1.30pm. 

The competition and prize giving will 
be followed by a two-course meal, a 
raffle and an auction.

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Flight fan Callum, 15, 
soars to new heights

A SCHOOLBOY has taken to the skies 
in an impressive solo gliding flight. 

Callum Dray, who attends Samuel 
Ward Academy, put 12 months of air¬ 
field lessons to the test when he 
attempted his first solo glider flight. 

The 15-year-old was airborne for 10 
minutes. 

Callum, of Marcus Close, Haverhill, 
said: “I was really nervous at the 
beginning when I was sitting in the 
plane getting ready to take off but 
when I was up there it was quite weird. 

“I felt like it was complete.” 

Callum got a taste for gliding when 
his parents bought him a voucher to 
attend a session at Essex Gliding Club. 

He attended his first session in 
August last year. 

Mum Katrina said: “They have just 
lowered the age limit so he could fly 
solo before 16. 

“As a child he always wanted to be a 
pilot, but I didn’t expect him to love it 
as much as he did.” 

Katrina said she had no idea that 
Callum’s solo flight was going to take 
place. 

She got a text from her son hours 
before, telling her to come to Ridgewell 
Airfield. 

She said: “They kept saying at the 
club he was close to going solo.” 

Despite Callum overcoming this big 


step in the gliding world, the work is 
far from over for the 15-year-old who 
has dreams of becoming a commer¬ 
cial pilot. 

He said: “I will try and get as many 
badges as I can and I hope to go across 


the country and further away from the 
airfield. 

“Probably I will get my own plane in 
the future.”

Dad prepares for 
big leap of faith

A LOVING father is keeping it in 
the family and preparing for a 
parachute jump in his daugh¬ 
ter’s honour. 

Jamie Bamber, 35, will become 
the third member of his family to 
take on a fundraising challenge 
for the Lily Foundation charity. 

The 35-year-old will make a 
tandem parachute jump at the 
North London Parachute Centre 
near March next month. 

His wife Michelle, 31, tackled 
the London Marathon in 2012 
and mum Liz, 60, played a mara¬ 
thon game of tennis - including 
a game with Tim Henman - for 
six hours. 

Between them they have raised 
£17,000 so far - a total Jamie 
hopes to substantially boost. 

The dad, of Haverhill, explained 
that the family have been work¬ 
ing hard in support of four-and- 
a-half-year-old daughter Lily, 
after she was diagnosed with a 



rare blood disease in December 
2013. 

Jamie said: “She was a normal 
little girl. She hit all her mile¬ 
stones at the right time and 
things were progressing really 
well. 

“She started to stumble and we 
were worried about her.” 

Lily was referred for further 
tests before the family discov¬ 
ered that she was suffering from 
Leighs Disease, a condition 
which means her blood doesn’t 
produce enough energy to sup¬ 
port her actions. 


Jamie, whose wife Michelle, 31, 
is expecting their second child, 
said: “She’s progressing normal¬ 
ly like a little girl should, apart 
from walking. 

“She gets quite tired but she’s 
excited to start mainstream 
school in September.” 

Lily will join St Clements 
Primary School, in Haverhill, 
next month. 

Jamie said: “I would love to 
keep the fundraising going and 
make £1,000 or even £1,500.” 

The Lily Foundation was 
founded in October 2007, follow¬ 
ing the death of an eight-month 
old baby who suffered from 
Mitochondrial Disease. 

The family of the baby, also 
named Lily, wanted to support 
other parents who may find 
themselves in the same situa¬ 
tion.

I T should have been a photograph to 
make her smile. Fiona Talbot had just 
come back from a spa weekend with 
a group of friends, and one of them had 
posted a picture on Facebook of them 
all in their robes. But Fiona, who tipped 
the scales at nearly 17 stone, couldn’t 
believe what she saw. 

“I was just mortified; I don’t think 
I’d realised how bad it was,” says the 
41-year-old, who lives in Ely. “I thought 
‘Oh my God, is that me? Is that what 
I look like?’ And then I had this light 
bulb moment. I thought ‘I’ve got to do 
something about it’.” 

Originally from Melbourne in 
Australia, weight had never been a 
problem for Fiona. A keen skier, she was 
active and healthy until she moved to 
the UK 13 years ago with her husband 
Aaron, and had her children, Austin, 
now nearly 7, and Aiden, 4. 

“It was a change in lifestyle, and my 
weight started to creep up,” she recalls. 
“I had children, and I was working hard: 
it’s that classic ‘mother syndrome’, I 
didn’t have any time for myself and I 
just let myself go.” 

Part of the problem for Fiona, who 
owns the Castle Hotel in Ely as well as 
a portfolio of rental properties, was 
finding time to eat properly. “My eating 
habits were really bad,” she admits. 

“I’d get up and have toast, and then at 
about 1 o’clock I’d have a Pot Noodle, 
if anything, then in the afternoon I’d 
have a chocolate bar or a bag of crisps. 
And then at 9.30 I’d be having all my 
calories: a Chinese takeaway and a 
bottle of wine. 

“I’d been two stone overweight for 
six years, and then I escalated to five 
stone overweight. I hit a lifetime high, 
basically. I was so big.” 

Fiona’s size was beginning to impact

on her life in more ways than one: “I’d 
been going to the doctor because I 
hadn’t been sleeping well; when you 
get really big you get a lot of fat round 
your neck, and you’re not breathing 
properly when you’re asleep. Also there 
is a stereotype that if you’re big, people 
think you’re lazy. I’m a workaholic - but 
people wouldn’t take me as seriously.” 

She shared her thoughts with a friend, 
“and she said ‘I know a guy who’s a 
personal trainer, why don’t you give him 
a call?’ I thought ‘I can’t have a personal 
trainer, that’s what fit people do!’ But 
she sang his praises, so I emailed him.” 

Fiona and James Nicholson met up, 
and he suggested that they train three 
mornings a week. To begin with it was 
tough: “When you first get started you 
feel really awkward in your own body,” 
says Fiona. “I could barely even find any 
exercise clothes. I remember going to 
a sports shop and I was an Extra Large, 
but it’s all for thin girls. That was a bit 
upsetting. 

“And on the first day we trained, 

James put a weight vest on me and 
it wouldn’t even do up! I was so 
embarrassed, but he just laughed it off. 
He’s such a great guy.” 


They started slowly: “I was so unfit I 
used to say I was like his dog - he would 
walk me round Cherry Hill Park in Ely. 
But he was so encouraging, and we 
spent the summer working hard.” 

James also introduced Fiona to the 
Zone and Palaeolithic (Palaeo) diets, 
which are popular among athletes. 
“Palaeo is eating how our ancestors 
ate,” explains Fiona. “They say if you 
can’t hunt it, fish it or pick it, you 
shouldn’t eat it. So it’s meat, berries, 
fish, nuts - no grains. It’s how we’re 
genetically programmed to eat - like 
a caveman! And the Zone is a way of 
measuring it. It’s a bit less strict - you 
can have dairy, which you can’t have 
when you’re doing pure palaeo.” 

Fiona was an instant convert: “It 
super-charged the exercise that I was 
doing. I call it my food religion: it’s like 
finding religion in your diet, which 
sounds a bit sad! But it made sense.” Is 
there anything she misses? “Not really. 
Probably crisps. And maybe wine,” she 
adds with a smile. “I do drink, but I have 
gin and tonic.” 

James took Fiona through all manner 
of training, from weight work and 
running to boxing, which she loves. “I

used to wait at the park for him, and 
when I’d see him coming, if he’d got 
nothing with him, I’d be like ‘Oh no, 

I’m running today!’ If he came with 
boxing gloves it would be like ‘Yay! We’re 
boxing!”’ Running, you see, was never 
a favourite: “and when I say running, it 
wasn’t very far. I’d run to the top of the 
hill and feel like I was dying!” 

Happily, the weight soon began 
to drop off: “I was losing one to two 
pounds a week, right from the get-go. 
Then you have these little moments 
when you realise ‘Oh, my shorts are 
slipping down a bit, I’m not an XL any 
more’. That kind of feeling is always 
good. And people started noticing: 
they’d say ‘Every time I see you, you 
look like you’ve lost weight’.” 

As they trained, fames occasionally 
chatted about his experiences running 
the London Marathon in 2012, but 
it never occurred to Fiona to even 
consider it. “I always thought it’s 
beyond my reach. I never ever thought I 
could do it -1 was obese. 

“Then in September fames went away 
for a week, and I Googled ‘how to lose 
weight and get fit’, and the number one 
that came up was running. At that stage 
I was getting fitter, but couldn’t run for 
more than five minutes. But I thought 
I’d give it a go.” 

To her surprise, Fiona found she had 
more stamina than she thought, and 
decided to sign up for the Ely Festive 
Fun Run being held in November. “It 
was three miles, and I was thinking 
‘Can I run three miles? What the heck!”’ 
She completed it in an admirable 29 
minutes 44. 

“Then by the following week I had 
lost three stone, and as a challenge I 
thought I’d go out and see how many 
times I could do the Fun Run route, and 
I did it four times around. So I knew 
I was able to do a half marathon, and 
that’s when I started thinking about 
doing the London Marathon. 

“I thought that to come from the 
obese person in the park to doing the 
London Marathon would be a good 
challenge.” 

Fiona duly secured a place with deaf 
blind charity Sense, but wasn’t exactly 
overwhelmed by people’s reactions 
when she told them. “Because a really 
young, fit pretty girl had died the year 
before, I did get a bit of a backlash. 

Some people said ‘Are you kidding?!’; 
probably three people said to me I was 
too overweight to do it, which was a 
little bit hurtful. 

“They said they were worried about 
my heart. But I never took that in. I 
knew what I was doing.” 

Most importantly, her family were 
nothing but supportive: “My boys were 
really proud of me,” she recalls. “When 
I was training, sometimes my husband 
would put them in the car and drive 


past so they could wave at me while I 
was running. 

“When you’re losing weight, 
particularly if you’re a mum, it’s so 
important to have people around you to 
help you.” 

Unfortunately two muscular injuries 
put Fiona out of action when she should 
have been training, “which was awful,” 
she says. “So for three weeks up to the 
marathon day I hadn’t run. I was in gate 
nine of nine, next to a guy in a tiger 
costume - and I was thinking ‘Can I do 
this?’ 

“And then I thought ‘I’m already 
winning!’ At that point I’d lost four 
stone. And I did it in 5 hours 29 
minutes.” 

Fiona hasn’t looked back since. She 
still trains with James five days a week 
and regularly goes to the CrossFit 
strengthening and conditioning gym in 
Milton, as well as running and cycling. 

Do people ever say she trains too 
much? “Yeah, I get that. For an outsider 
it probably looks like too much, but I 
enjoy it. 

“It’s empowering,” she adds. “I need 
to be a healthy mother: I’m no good to 
them if I arrive home an hour earlier but 
I’ve got no energy, I’m tired all the time, 
and grumpy. As a working mum, trying 
to do it all and take care of yourself - it’s 
hard to find a formula. But I’ve finally 
found something that works. And I 
don’t tend to do things at the weekend; 
Sunday is my boy day.” 

And what would her advice be to 
others who might be overweight? “I 
like the personal trainer route, but I 
appreciate not everybody can afford 
it, so find a good trainer who may be 
running a class, and join that class. 

“If you’ve got absolutely no money 
you can just get out on the streets! 
Walking and running don’t cost 
anything. Everybody should look after 
their health regardless of whether 
they’re rich or poor.” 

The only way is up for Fiona, who’s 
now a svelte 12 stone 61bs. Businesswise 
she’s about to buy Deans, the sports 
bar in Ely, and has already signed up 
for next year’s London Marathon. And, 
she says, becoming fit and healthy has 
changed her life. “Definitely. I won’t ever 
go back to the way I was. 

“I still have weight to lose -1 don’t 
feel like I’m the ‘after’ yet, I’m still in 
progress. But in some ways it’s the 
best thing that ever happened to me, 
because now I realise how important it 
is to be healthy and fit. 

“You just don’t know what carrying 
around all that excess weight is doing 
to your system internally,” she adds. “I 
see overweight people now and think 
you can do it too! Just get that switch to 
come on

New comfort for 
cancer patients

BREAST cancer patients will 
receive “more comfortable, con¬ 
venient” treatment at a hospital 
thanks to a generous bequest. 

The new integrated breast unit 
at West Suffolk Hospital (WSH) 
has been funded by a £240,000 
legacy left to the hospital’s 
Friends group, to improve 
patient experience. 

Previously the service was split 
between two different parts of 
the hospital, with patients 
attending outpatients for clini¬ 
cal assessments before they were 
escorted to the imaging depart¬ 
ment for ultrasounds or mam¬ 
mograms. 

The new unit means they can 


undergo assessments 
and diagnostic tests in 
one place. 

Andrea Pryor, clini¬ 
cal services manager 
for breast care, said: 

“We are delighted 
with the new breast 
unit, and are pleased 
the first patients are 
now starting to benefit 
from the convenience it 
offers. Moving both assess¬ 
ment and tests into one place 
will save time, as well as reduc¬ 
ing the need for patients to keep 
changing in and out of hospital 
gowns. 

“It also makes it much easier 
for our doctors and nurses to 
share information.” 

As part of the project, a new 


waiting area and four clinic 
rooms have been created, 
as well as one quiet room, 
which gives patients 
who have just been diag¬ 
nosed the chance to 
spend time in private 
with the breast care 
nurses. 

Eamonn Coveney, con¬ 
sultant breast surgeon, said: 
The unitwill allow us to offer a 
more comfortable, convenient 
service which provides greater 
levels of privacy. As well as bring¬ 
ing benefits to patients, it has also 
allowed us to free up around four 
outpatient clinic rooms for use by 
other specialities.”

THE LONE RANGER 

certificate 12A, 2h29m 

IT'S "Hi-ho r Silver, away!'' for 
Gore Verbinski and Johnny 
Depp, director and Oscar 
nominated star of the Pirates 
Of The Caribbean saga, who 
reunite for this rootin' tootin' 
reinvention of the masked 
avenger. 

The Lone Ranger began 
life as a radio series in the 
early 1930s and captured 
the imagination of listeners 
across America. The title 
character, who rode the 
plains searching for truth and 
justice in the company of 
his Native American sidekick 
Tonto, inspired a spin-off 
series and then galloped from 
the big to the small screen 
as a long-running TV series 
starring Clayton Moore and 
John Hart. 

Verbinski's lavish romp 
spares no expense in terms 
of spectacle, including two 
outrageous set pieces aboard 
moving trains that are a 
thrilling combination of old- 
fashioned stunt work and 
pyrotechnics. 

While the title of the film 
may be The Lone Ranger, 
this is Depp's show and 
once again he is given carte 



blanche to conjure a quixotic, 
comic creation out of the 
ether. His Tonto lassos all of 
the best lines and is involved 
in the most thrilling daredevil 
action. 

A framing device set in 
1933 San Francisco confirms 
his star billing. A Native 
American mannequin (Depp) 
magically comes to life in 
order to recount the story of 
the Lone Ranger to a wide- 
eyed boy (Mason Cook). 

The Lone Ranger is an 



entertaining action adventure, 
distinguished by Depp's 
theatrics and Bojan Bazelli's 
stunning cinematography.

Keeping a 

cool head 


OUR SWELTERING July probably prompted many 
gardeners to reach for the hosepipe. In fact, ac¬ 
cording to The Royal Horticultural Society (RHS), 
less than 3% of the annual water consumption 
of an average household is estimated to be from 
garden use, but at peak demand times as much as 
70% of water supplied may be 
used in gardens. 

This doesn't have to be the 
case though. Rainwater col¬ 
lected in water butts, waste 
water from the kitchen and 
grey water from the bathroom 
can all be used to water plants. 

Or, maybe, the ultimate solu¬ 
tion is simply to create a gar¬ 
den that doesn't need much 
watering in the first place. 

This doesn't mean creat¬ 
ing a desert garden devoid of 
colour. Dramatic flowerbeds 
can easily be achieved from plants that have very 
low moisture and maintenance demands. Many 
drought-resistant plants naturally form com¬ 
munities of plants which all thrive in the same 
conditions and come from similar Mediterranean 
habitats. 

At the front of the border you could have dwarf 
lavender, Sedum spectabile, lamb's ears and 


ornamental grass such as stipa tenuissima, while 
middle-sized drought-resistant plants include 
Echinacea purpurea 'Magnus', Erysimum 'Bowles's 
Mauve' (wallflower), Russian sage and Nepeta 
'Six Hills Giant' (catmint, pictured). 

At the back of the border you could use species 
more than 1.8m tall, including 
Cotinus coggygria 'Royal Pur¬ 
ple', Choisya ternata (Mexican 
orange blossom) and Trachelo- 
spermum jasminoides. 

Most drought-tolerant plants 
will have either aromatic leaves, 
fleshy and succulent leaves 
(which store moisture for dry 
spells), grey leaves, hairy leaves 
(which shade themselves with 
their own hairs), long nar¬ 
row leaves (which are good at 
shedding heat without water), 
or spikes (which act as 'fins' to 

cool the plant). 

The RHS offers these extra tips to create a more 
drought-resistant, but still attractive, garden: 

■ Cultivate the soil deeply and dig in large quan¬ 
tities of organic matter to improve soil structure, 
water retention and water availability for plants. 
Well-rotted garden compost, mushroom com¬ 
post, composted bark and well-rotted farmyard

manure are all suitable forms of organic matter. 
Heavy manuring can add nearly a month's worth 
of water storage capacity to the soil. Loam-based 
potting compost doesn't dry out as quickly as 
peat-free composts. If using peat-free, water- 
retaining gels might have some benefit. 

■ Apply sufficient fertiliser as plants use water 
most efficiently where nutrient levels are ad¬ 
equate. But do not apply too much fertiliser to the 
soil, as this can encourage too much lush growth 
which can flop in summer, requiring extra water¬ 
ing and becoming frost-damaged in winter. 

■ Choose plants with grey-green or silver leaves 
as they reflect the sun's rays, helping to conserve 
moisture within the plant tissues. 

■ Try to choose plants which suit the site's soil 
type and aspect. They will be more tolerant of 
varying climatic conditions as well as of pest and 
disease problems. 

■ Plant things while they are still small. They will 
develop much greater resilience as they adapt to 
their conditions from a young age. Ideally plant in 
autumn so they can do some growing before dry 
weather arrives. 


■ If planting Mediterranean plants, do so in 
spring when the soil is warming up. Many of 
these plants will suffer from root-rot if planted in 
autumn and become cold and damp over winter. 

■ Before planting, thoroughly soak the plants in 
their pots in a bucket of water until the bubbles 
stop rising to the surface. 

■ Thoroughly water in all new plants (and keep 
them watered in the first season after planting 
to ensure they establish well). Once established, 
they will become much more drought tolerant. 

■ After planting, mulch the bed with 5-7.5cm 
(2-3in) of gravel or, even better, a layer of com¬ 
post or straw covered with gravel, to help retain 
moisture while the plants establish. 

■ You may decide to go without a lawn in 
your drought-friendly garden, but if not, you'll 
be pleased to know that lawns are surprisingly 
drought tolerant and usually recover well in the 
autumn rains even if they have been brown and 
parched most of the summer. Lawn irrigation 
should rarely be required, if at all, to keep the 
grass healthy.
